As the house drew nearer Monday 
to 
a vote 
on the

fa rm bill, S ecretary Mellon outlined, 
in a letter made public a: the capitol, 
the difficulties 
he believes would 
be 
encountered in enforcing : such a m eas­ 
ure. 
Confining : him self to an analy sis of 
the bill’s adm inistrative provision the 
trea sury secretary estim ated th a t its 
adm inistration alone would cost about 
$8 00,000 a y ear, not including - the cost 
of filing 
returns 
and collecting - 
the 
eq ualization fee and said th a t a larg e 
force of accountants, 
technical 
and 
leg al ex perts and investig ating ag ents 
would be needed. 
“ The collection of the eq ualization 
feed’ be said, “will be difficult.” 
The secretary ’s views were set forth 
in a letter to Representative 
Chind- 
blorn, Republican, 
Illinois, 
who had 
asked for his opinion. 
It was inserted 
in the 
cong ressional 
record as 
the 
house was concluding g eneral debate 
on the bill and clearing the w ay for a 
te st of streng th thru a move to sub­ 
stitute the bill passed by the senate 
for th at before the house. 
By this m eans friends of the bill 
hope to prevent the possibility of a 
filibuster 
ag ainst 
it in the 
closing 
day s of cong ress. 
Should the house 
accept the senate bill unamended, the 
likelihood 
of 
parliam entary 
moves 
a g a inst it in conference between sen­ 
a te and house would be removed and 
th e m easure would g o directly to Presi 
dent Coolidg e for his approval or dis­ 
approval. 
A cting 
under 
a 
recommendation 
from 
the 
house 
rules 
committee, 
C hairm an H aug en, of the ag riculture 
com m ittee Tuesday moved for the sub 
stitution and the veto on his motion 
while not ex pected to be conclusive of 
the streng th of the measure, will be 
taken by farm leaders as showing in 
a fa ir way how the winds blow. 
If 
the senate bill is substituted, a debate 
will continue under limitation as the 
m easure is read. 
In 
his 
letter 
to 
Representative 
Chinbloom, Republican, Illinois, Sec­ 
re ta ry Mellon said th a t “the collection 
of the eq ualization fee from any one 
of the three mediums provided has so 
m any disadvantag es th a t it is not pos­ 
sible to say which would be the least 
difficult.” 


“ Reg ardless of which of the three 
m edium s of collection is adopted,” he 
added, 
“a force 
of 
investig ating 
ag ents must be org anized for the p ur­ 
pose of ascertaining w hether the desig 
mated collection medium has filed cor- i 
rect returns and paid the full am ount 
of the fee. 
The investig ating 
body 
m ig ht be com pared with the present 
force of revenue ag ents employ ed un­ 
der the supervision of the internation­ 
al revenue bureau. 


“ The possibility of collecting every 
cent of the eq ualization fee is a p p a r­ 
ent. 
In addition to the fact th a t the 
eq ualization fee is a sum authorized 
by law which m ust be collected for the 
rehabilitation of the revolving fund it 
can be seen th a t the collecting ag ency 
th a t does not m ake a proper report is 
in 
effect 
withholding 
g overnm ent 
funds. 
“ So much 
will depend 
upon the 
honesty and alertness of the collecting 
ag ency th a t it can be seen th a t m any 
units o f the proper commodity as it 
passes thru commerce will fail to pay 
the equalizatio n fee pro v ided by law. 
“ An unscrupulo us po ssesso r o r pur­ 
chaser o r carrier will find that ability 
to ev ade the return o f the equalizatio n 


fee to the 
board will 
result 
in hrs 
profit. 
It m ust 
be realized that 
the 
ing enuity of tlv g overnment represen­ 
tatives m ust be vig orously applied to 
adeq uately 
m eet insofar 
as possible 
the req uirem ents of the proposed leg is 
lation.” 
Unless ex isting collection ag encies 
are used, 
Mellon said, it 
would 
be 
necessary to set up an eq ualization fee 
collector's office in each federal land 
bank district. 
“ It is reasonable to assum e,” he de­ 
clared, “ th a t reg ardless of the desires 
of the farm ers of the proposed leg isla­ 
tion ft will not be possible to return 
to 
the 
n volving 
fund the 
entire 
am ount w ithdraw n therefrom for the 
roascn th a t 
ex perience 
in collecting 
tax es has established 
the fact 
that 
tax es are never collected 100 per cent.’ 
The closing hours of g eneral debate 
M onday were devoted to speculation of 
Coolidg e’s attitude. 
Chairm an Haug en, altho say ing he 
had no direct inform ation, declared he 
did not think 
Coolidg e desired to 
“alienate his wide 
following 
in the 
west with a veto,” while on the floor 
R epresentative Quinn, Democrat, Mis­ 
sissippi, asserted “the president will 
not kick the poor farm er in the pants 
with his veto.” 
Unless an unlooked for situation in­ 
tervenes, the house will vote on final 
passag e before the end of the week.

ONE DOLLAR BILLS 
M ILL LAST LONGER. 
One dollar bills 
are g oing 
to last 
twice as long . 
This g ratify ing bit of inform ation 
was g iven out Monday in Columbus by 
the Ohio Industrial Lenders associa­ 
tion, w'hich based its announcem ent on 
an official report from W ashing ton. 
The bills, whoch already have been 
placed in circulation, are printed on a 
bank note paper which is 7 5 per cent 
linen and 25 per cene cotton rag . The 
new paper is the result of an ex peri­ 
ment 
conducted 
by the 
Bureau 
of 
efficiency , the bureau of eng raving and 
printing 
and 
the 
com pany 
m anu­ 
facturing the paper. 
According to the report, increasing 
rapidity of circulation 
and 
roug her 
£ rade usag e are doubtless chiefly re­ 
sponsible for 
the decreased 
life of 
paper money . 
It is believed that the 
new kind of paper will prolong the 
life of the dollar bill one hundred per 
cent. 
Incidentally , 
the 
Industrial 
Lenders ex pressed the hope that the 
public w'ould have no difficulty in ob­ 
taining an adeq uate supply .
